JAU(JUE, JOE: CHOW-CHOUJOFEEIN TONG 
(JAU FAMILY ASSOCIATION) 


The constitution of the Shew Hing Benevolent Asso- 
ciation states that the office of association president is 
to be filled in turn every two years. 

扩 ccording to thatceonstitution the presidency for the 
mext term should be filled by a member of the Jau Oi- 
lin Tong. Therefore on the 30th of September last, the 
Shew Hing Benevolent Association wrote to our asSSOci- 
ation to mominate someone for this office. 

After our family association received the letter，wWe 
called a meeting:of our kinsfolk and Mr. Joe Yuey was 
nominated to fill the presidency of the Shew 责 ing 
Benevolent _ Association next term. Accordingly，this 
decision was communicated to the Shew 了 ing Associa- 
tion on November 4th. 

Subsequently，on November 15th，our association 
received the following letter from the Shew Hing Asso- 
cliation : 

“On November 14，our association held a board of 
directors”meeting to review the qualifications of candj- 
dates for next term'?'s officers. By yote at the meeting， 
your association's nominee for the next president,， Mr. 
Joe Yuey，was not approved and we are so notifying 
You by special letter. We request that you select an- 
other nominee within seven days so that the board of 
direetors can proceed in accordance with our constitu- 
tion.” 

Atfter receiving this letter we again called a meeting 
of our Kinsfolk and the decision was made to ask the 
Shew 了 ing Benevolent Association whether the veto- 
ing of Mr. Joe Yuey was done in accordance with the 
Shew Hing Association?s constitution . 

According to the Shew Hing Benevolent Association 
constitution，the president has to _ have three qualifica- 
tions: 

(I) He must be of good character. 

(2) He must have some education and be resolute in 

assuming responsibility. 

(3) He must have been a member of the Shew 再 ing 

Association for one year or more. 

Based on the above，we asked where Mr Joe 也 uey 
did not meet the qualifications stated in the constitu- 
tion and requested a detailed explanation of the veto 
of Mr. Joe Yuey-as president. We further stated thbat 
before weTreceive a satisfactory clarification,our family 
assOciation cannot reopen the nominations. 

Section 23 of the Shew Hing constitution states as 
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follows:“I not defined preViously，the rules of corn: 
duct for meetingsshall follo 台 Shat Which is customary- 
However，the turning down of any motion must first 
be proposed in a meeting and then a date established 
for-.discussion. Such motions eannot be made and in= 
stanty voted upon. 

These provisions are described clearly in the constitu- 
tion.The Shew Hing Association;, not following Section 
23 of the constitution，and deciding to cast aveto im: 
mediately, had actually violated its own constitution. 

After our family association sent a letter on the 17th， 
We received a reply from the Shew 再 ing Association on 
the 21st as follows: 

“We have received yours of November 17th on the 
18th of the same month. It is put into our files for our 
records. 

“(2) Our association sent an official letter to you on 

Nov. 17th of this year to request you to renominate 
another candidate within 7 days. If you have still not 
acted in accordance with the eonstitution by the Nov. 
22nd deadjline of this year, then your association would 
be considered as having relinquished voluntarily your 
second chance to name a candidate. 
(3) Section 24 of our association [constitution ] 
states that "If a candidate for the presidency nominated 
by an association is vetoed by the board of directors， 
then a new candidate must be nominated within 7 
days. If a decision still could not be made in three tries， 
than that association is considered to have relinquished 
its right and its turn shall then be moved to the next 
term， Nov. 29th of this year is the deadline for yoOULT 
organization to nominate a candidate for the Dresi- 
dency. 

“(4) After receipt of th letter please take action 


After receipt of this letter our family association 
studied 过 closely and found that it did not answer the 
various questions raised in our Nov. 17th letter 下 here- 
fore we again called a meeting and the decision was 
again communicated to the Shew Hing Association as 
follows: 

“Until we receive a detailed explanation of Where our 
presidential candidate did not meet' the qualifications， 
our family association still insists upon nominating MT7-.

What the editors of 下 ast 44cros3 
the PaciFic in their foreword call 
“the rapid one-generation-Occupa- 
tionalmobility of Japanese Armeri- 
cans into middle-class America in 
the face of exceptionally strong 
prejudices” has always been 3 
puzzle to me Facing such ob- 
stacles and possessing so Un-West- 
er a cultural heritage, how did so 
many Japanese-Americans accli- 
matize themselves to America 
with-more speed than many Euro- 
pean immigrants? 

了 appily，this historical and so- 
ciological study of Japanese imnmi- 
gation and assimilation remoOves 
much of my puzzlement. This col- 
lection of essays edited by histor- 
ian Hilary Conroy and sociologist 
工 . Scott Miyakawa integrates bis- 
tory and sociology so well, 让 is 
difficult to determine where one 
leaves off and the other begins. 

Historians contribute studies 
that take sociological realities into 
account. Sociologists speak of cul- 
tural realities with a clear idea of 
historical causes， 

One of the disadvantages to SO 
thorough a study is that several of 
the essays seem oily to have the 
function of mopping up a period 
or historical event to_ complete a 
section of the book. This is fine 
for the scholar but a little taxing 
to the general reader. 

Thus, the quite interesting essay 
on the very fascinating 卫 ugene 
Van Reed, by Masaji Marumoto, is 
followed by the uninteresting, but 
I suppose necessary,， discussion of 
Robert Walker Irwin's contribu- 
tion to the immigration to Ha- 
Waii. 

Several of the essays 工 found 
Particularly good.“The VancouveT 
Riots of 1907: A Canadian EPpi- 
sode” seemed a perfect selection 
for the book. In a swift detailed 
account, Howard H. Suginioto de- 
scribes the incidents of that day 
:and the Canadian and American 
historical influences on that par- 
ticular Japanese comrmnunity. This 
is one of the essays in the book 
where Japanese and Chinese Amer- 
ican comrunities are contrasted. 

For reasons too complicated to go 
into in this review，the Japanese 
gathered together and fought back 
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Historian Hilary Conroy 


against the Tioters whbile the Chi- 
nese boarded up their Property 
and tried to absorb the damage. 
The section dealing with the 
wartime relocation of Japanese is 
good. but it would have been chal- 
lenging for one of the sociologists 
to go more deeply into the 
changes in Jap anese-American 
group mentalities after relocation. 
The study of one Japanese who 
tried to bring East and West to- 
gether, in the essay“Man of' 工 wo 
Worlds: An Inquiry into the Value 
System of Inazo Nitobe” is a 
necessary addition, and one agrees 
with the author that in this case， 
Nitobe“was not totally successful 
in reconciling the value systems he 
espoused. Nationalism did not 


yield to internationalism, nor Bu- 


shido (the “way of the warrior'") to 
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Quakerism，even in his own Psy- 
che.” 

Stanford Lyman contributes 3 
study of what he sees as the need 
for the Nisei to “combine in them- 
selves a perfect balance of Japa- 
nese and American traits”amnd to 
define their objective existence 
through their “control over and 
Suppression of spontaneity，emo- 
tionalism and inappropriate ex- 
Pressiveness.” Lyman does push 
his theory to the point where the 
Nisei come off somewhat like steel 
dinosaurs，about to go out of exis- 
tence and unemotional to the end. 

Fast 4crogs the Pactc will be 
used as a valuable aid in Asian- 
American studies programs，and 
there is enough of interest in the 
study for the general reader. 

Hilary Conroy is professor of 
Far Eastern History at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and a well- 
known scholar. His publications 
inclaude THe 12bpaztese Fromtier 1 
amwaii (1953)， 瑟 zstory of 45i0 
(with W. Bingham and 了 . W. Ikle， 
1965), and numerous articles. 

T. Scott Miyakawa, professor of 
sociology at Boston University，is 
widely known as the founder and 
first director of the Japanese 
American Research Project at UC- 
LA (1962-65). He is currentiy the 
director of the East Coast Japa- 
nese History Project of the Japa- 
nese American Citizens League.

Therefore our 
family association did not receive a copy of this con- 
stitution until some time had elapsed after it had be- 
come effective. We do not know WwWhether this was a 
deliberate act of deception. 

The new constitution added Section 23 as follows: 

“In the year during which elections are held，the 
board of directors shall send letters to the members of 
each_ association before November 15th in order to 
allow each association to elect and send directors, and 
following rotational sequence to nominate the next 
president and communicate it to the association before 
November 5th. The board of directors shall meet be- 
fore Nov. 15th to examine,， approve or veto the nomi- 
nee': of that association.” 

Section 24: 

“If a candidate for the presidency nominated by an 
organization is vetoed by the board of directors, then 
a new candidate must be nominated within 7 days. If a 
decision still cannot be reached after 3 tries, then that 
assoOciation is considered to have relinquished its right， 
and its turn shall then bs moved to the next term ,” 

Lt is questionable whether these two sections were 
added in order to deal with the next presidential candi- 
date. There had long been a rumor in the Chinese com- 
munity that the Shew 互 ing Association was revising itS 
constitution particularly to deal with Joe Yuey. 了 ven 让 
we do not consider this as a premeditated plan，yet 
looking at tbhe actions of the Shew 了 ing Association in 
this light one cannot blame the community for con- 
demnmning it. 

In the above letters to and fro，our family associa- 
tion;s letter to the Shew Hing Association on Nov. 17th 
raised _ certain imnportant questions (see above)i the re- 
turn _ letter from the Shew Hing Association on Nov. 
21st (see above) did not give a single answer to the im- 
portant questions raised by our family association. Also 
the Shew Hing Association sent the reply without even 
calling a meeting of the boardq of directors,， If it is 
claimed that time is limited, then an emergency meet- 
ing could have been called,，and normal procedures fol- 
lowed to deal with this matter.But this was not done.

The Tienshan Mountains Span 所 
the Sinkiang Uighur Autonomous 
了 Region，dividing it into the Tarim 
Basin in the south andq the Dzun- 
garian Basin in the north. Rive 
hundred million years ago，during 
the 了 arly Paleozoic era， Tarim and 
Dzungaria were the' only land 
masses in Sinkiang; the rest of the 
area Was covered With water， Then 


during the Late Paleozoic .era， 
about 200 to 300 million years ago， 
as a result of violent movements of 
the earth strata in China's west, the 
bottom of the ocean became ex- 
posed and thrust up to become 
mountains，The ocean qisappeared， 
and Dzungaria and Tarim, insteadqd 
of being islandqs，became depres- 
Sions Surrounded by mountains， 


The Tarim Basin, in an irregular 
diamond Shape, is boundqed by the 
Tienshan Mountains;， :the Kunlun 
Mountains and the Pamir Plateau. 
Measuring 1,500 kilometers _ from 
east to West and 600 kilometers 
from north to south at the widest 
part;， 让 is China's biggest inland 
basin and one of the biggest in the 
WwWorld.， Its floor covers an area of 
530,000 square “Kilometers.， TIhe 
average _ elevation is 1,000 meters 
above Sea level. 


The basin's surface structure is a 
Series of concentric belts， 下 irst 
there are the outer mountains, then 
the gobi area (foothills of stones)， 
then a ring of oases and，at the 
center，desert and salt lakes， The 
landscape changes from belt to belt. 
The outermost belt is dotted with 
the Snowcapped peaks of the Tien- 
shan and Kunlun mountains，Deep 
in the luxuriant forests of the Tien- 
shan are many natural grazing 
grounds，The mountains Possess 
Trich deposits of coal，oil，tungsten， 
copper, lead,，gold and Silver. 


The gobi area is an expanse of 
stones burnt black from milljions 
of years of exposure to the Scorch- 


ing sun. Vegetation here is ex- 
tremely sparse。 The oases beyond 
are another world，with vast tracts 
of cropland and spiqerwebs of irri= 
gation canals. Along with wheat， 
corn and rice, this fertile belt pro- 
duces fine long-staple cotton. Seri- 
culture has a long history here. Silk 
production has deyeloped con- 
siderably since liberation.

On the sastern edge of the Tarim 
Basin is the Lop Nor，the biggest 
shifting jake in China.， Its Water 
contains highly saline compounds 
and around it are Salt crusts. 


Situated in the heart of the Asian 
continent, the Tarim Basin is 2,000 
to 3,000 kilometers from the sea on 
all sides._ Very few places in the 
World share Such a. distinction. 
With ocean moisture blocked off by 
the surrounding mountainsj the 
climate is arid. On the fringe 
annual Trainfall measures from 50 
to 100 mm., in the center no more 
than 10 mm. Some places have no 
Train the year Tound， 


There is a wide difference 
between might and day tempera- 
tures and those of Summer and 
winter.、 The summer-winter dif- 
ference in the same Spot may be as 
much as 50" to 60”Centigrade，and 
for dqay-night 15"” to 20”C，JIn late 
sbring and early Summer，and late 
autumn and early winter，while the 
mornings and evenings are cold 
enough for padded clothing，noon- 
time is So hot that the jlightest 
summer garment Seems too heaVy.

Rivers in the Turfan Basin are 
Small and short. Most of their

The basin 
yields wheat and cotton and is 
nationally known for its fruit and 
melons and especially its Seedless 
grapes.
